HOW  TO  INCREASE  YOUR  LEARNING  EFFICIENCY  (Course  No.  2-25) 


Scientists  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  report  that  the  learning 
efficiency  of  individuals  can  be  increased  as  much  as  fifty  per  cent  if  they  will 
spend  about  one  per  cent  of  their  study  time  acquiring  skill  in  applying  more 
effective  and  efficient  techniques  and  methods  of  learning. 

This  course  takes  advantage  of  these  findings.  It  is  designed  to  increase  the 
student's  capacity  to  learn,  to  understand,  and  to  better  his  grades.  It  will 
reduce  time  and  effort  necessary  to  achieve  these  goals. 

Although  the  course  is  designed  primarily  for  high  school  seniors  and  college 
students,  the  same,  or  nearly  the  same,  principles  and  methods  of  learning 
can  be  used  at  all  levels  of  instruction:  from  kindergarten  through  graduate 
school.  Therefore,  teachers  and  parents  may  find  it  worth  while  to  become 
familiar  with  improved  tools  and  techniques  of  learning.  They  can  teach  them 
to  their  students  and  children.
